Dr. George B. Young, health commissioner 
of Chicago, turned waiter last night and 
seemingly liked the job. For nearly an hour 
he stood at the head of Malcolm McDowell's 
bread and coffee line in the alley facing 
Union strreét, between Madison street and 
Washington boulevard, and served rolls to 
about 250 “ down and outs.” Mr. McDowell 
poured. 

As Dr. Young remained there a good part 
of the evening, he had a good opportunity to 
study the conditions of the men. When the 
last batch of rolls had vanished and the un“ 
fortunates had drained the last cup of coffee, 
Dr. Young asserted his first hand study of 
the bread line had convinced him the city of 
Chicago ought to do something for the casu- 
ally. employed, instead of leaving them to 
private charity. 

Dr. Young sald he had thought a good deal 
on the subject, and hie conclusion was that 
the bread line should be transferred to the 
Municipal Lodginghouse, with the city pay- 
ing the bills. He said the city lodging house 
also should be remodeled or rebuilt.. Just 
before visiting the bread line, the health 
commissioner had paid a visit to the Munic- 
ipal lodging house at.160 North Union street. 


“Not Drunkards or Bums,” . 

“ You see these men who come to the mu- 
nicipal lodging house are not drunkards or 
bums,” said Dr. Young. “Anybody who 
has seen them taking their baths can see 
from looking at their bodies that they are 
not alcoholics. The city should build a new 
up to date lodging house, and it would not 
break the town if we served the men cofffee, 
rolls, and some sort of a stew for breakfast. 
They ought to de started out with something 
substantial in their stomachs. 

„Fe been à lot of men of just the type 
that come up to Mr. McDowell's bread-line. 
They are pretty good men. They'll work 
when they can find work. Many have been 
brought here on promise of labor, and some 
thing has happened so that they are out of 
work. 

„ My idea of a municipal lodging house is 
to run with it a free labor agency. The 
men must have work of some kind. Many of 
these men can’t go out in the oe fields de- 
cause they have not theclothes. Other work 
must be found for them.“ 


Figures $1,800 a Winter. 

Dr. Young said the meat bill for the mu- 
nicipal lodging house would not run much 
more than $300 for three winter months. The 
coffee and roll bills could be kept down to 
about $1,600 for the same period, it was esti- 
mated. The health commissioner said it was 
too late in the season to do anything about 
taking over the bread line thie year. He re- 
marked the city aleo was in such financial 
difficulties that little could be done by the 
way of assuming new obligations. He said it 
would have to go over until next year, when 
he would agitate the new municipal venture. 

Mr. MeDowell served about 80 cups of 
coffee to the unfortunates. Dr. Young said 
he had noticed several “ pepeaters.”

Lack of Adequate Exits. 
With the exception of one rear exit door, 
the only means of escape from the theater 
wes through the main vestibule, and it was

Illinois will be a long time in obtaining 
good roads if the opponents of such progreas 
can lay their fingers’ on a single suspicious 
circumstance in the advocacy of the bills. 

The matter is one difficult for politics to 

handle, and men as far sighted and wise as 
Gov. Deneen were obliged to move slowly in 
advocacy of road building because so much 
animosity was anqused by the propaganda. 
At one time the rural taxpayer feared the 
automobile owner and chaiged him with 
furnishing the motive behigd road bills. If 
he comes to fear the manufacturers and 
bridge builders there’ll be another obstacle 
in the way. 
Iowa's experience shows that momey is 
wasted—enough money to build good roads 
if it were properly spent—end such argu- 
ment will prevail with the taxpayer if he 
can be persuaded that the intent is not to 
levy on him extraordinarily but to obtain 
results for him.

ment of their only daughter, Princess 

Sophia, to young Hans von Bleich 
roeder, a miember of the great Berlin He- 
brew banking house of that name, which re- 
peatedly placed its financial resources at 
the disposal of Prince Bismarck when he 
was unable to obtain the necessary supplies 
from the Prussian and North German par- 
lament.

Lexington street is allowed to keep its 
name because it is a mile longer and was in 
the city before our Hyde Park was annexed.

We are granted the right of a protest be- 
fore the council committee, and are assured 
we may suggest other names for our avenue, 
providing our name has much the same ar- 
rangement of letters and begins with D. It 
we could only find a name with some sig- 
nificance that would sult our tastes, it might 
be substituted for the meaningless Dun- 
more.

| Balkan Allies Seek to Keep All 


Other Nations Out of 
Territory. 


LONDON, Feb. 2.—The porte has ordered 


the Turkish plenipotentiaries not to leave 


London until hostilities are resumed, and 
has instructed the army to await the attack 
before firing a shot. 

Thus the Ottomans, who with the excep- 
tion of the Montenegrins are the only dele- 
gates left in London, remarked today that 
nobody could accuse them of not having done 
all that was possible to come to terms. Tur. 
key wished to avoid useless carnage, they 
said, and wished also to show deference to 
the advice of the powers, although Europe 
had been unfair toward Turkey, 


Adopt “Monroe Doctrine.“ 

Dr. Daneff, head of the Bulgarian delega- 
tion, before leaving the capita) recalled what 
he had said in his first statements on erriv- 
ing in London, that the Balkan peoples, whe 
had adapted the Monroe doctrine to their 
peninsula, aspired to become the Americans 
of Europe. They had inaugurated a policy of 
sincerity and straightforwardness, as was 
proved by their frank conduct in the peace 
conference, where they demanded from the 
fret exactly what they intended to take 
against double dealing on the part of the 
Turks, 

The Balkan representatives, he said, would 
not have waited to their own disadvantage 
so long before reeuming ‘hostilities but for 
the genuine regard which the Balkan king- 
doms held for the powers. Heagain rejected 
the idea that even a small fraction of Adrian- 
ople should be retained by Turkey. 


“Turks Must Quit Europe.”

With the laudable intention of achieving an 
incredibly brilliant and difficult technical s- 
play wherewith to close his programs Mr. 
Godowsky has written what he calle symphonic 
metamorphoses of that particular variant of 
the Viennese waltz which bears the title Art- 
ists’ Life.” He makes a dazzling and er- 
whelming exhibition of virtuosity. Also he 
achieves a singularly appropriate symbol of the 
artist's life in that an enormous amount of 
labor and ingenuity is expended upon an un- 
important result. :

It takes something more than sincerity and 
u superlative command of planistie resource to 
make the Handel variations of Brahms er- 
fective in public, however. Inspiring vigor and 
enthusiasm are needed to ow the reticence 
of artistic utterance here manifested with «uf- 
ficient life and emphasis to convinee the multi- 
tude. Mr. Godowsky seemingly forgot that he 
Was not in his studio. He chose to be inti- 
refined and muitiplied the obvious 
Contrasts of the work until al? breadth of gut- 


The same method was perfectly suited to his 
own elaborations of a group of old [talian and 
French pleces. Here his talent for symphonic 
metamorphosis was given beautiful and imagina- 
tive material to vary and toamplify. The results 
were as fascinating as the discourse of a zifted 
racontéur Who repeats the ideas of others with 
many interesting comments of his own. Corelli, 
Rameau, Daudrieu, and Loeilly supplied the 
ideas in the form of a Pastorale by the first, 
a Tambourin and a “ Muesette en Rondeau 
by the second, Le Caquet” by the third, and 
a gigue by the last: Incidentally it may be 
mentioned that Mr. Godowsky achieved with 
the delicious mezzotints of this old music a 
technical display far more important than that 
designed especially to intimidate the masses.

With these beautiful examples of a genuine 
piano technic fresh in mind, there was no diffi- 
culty in deciding that the loud and furious 
thunders which Mr. Schelling tortured from a 
badly tuned plano in the Studebaker, to the 
abundant disfigurement of the Liszt sonata ind 
the A flat polonaise of Chopin, represented a 
spurious and vulgar school of piano playing. 
Since Mr. Schelling played beautifully with 
the Thomas orchestra a week ago, one nay 
assume that he was displeased with something, 
probably with the small size of the audience. 

Mr. Schelling chose to embellish the thoughts 
of Chopin with sundry. discoveries of his own, 
all of which made for more noise and confusion. 
The sonata, which every pianist of intelligence 
and breadth recognizes as the masterpiece of 
the instrument's literature. was delivered with 
less accuracy and feeling than would have <«uf- 
ficed for a Czerny étude. Ne one knows this 
better than Mr. Schelling himself, who abun- 
dantly demonstrated his understanding of Liszt 
by a performance with the orchestra of the A 
major concerto that inspired reverence. There- 
fore the critic may be spared the unpleasant 
duty of telling him in detail how badly the 
sonata was done.

Too much care cannot be expended upon the 
teeth of a child, for upon thig will depend 
much what sort of set he or she will have 
in after years. As a general rule the first 
or “milk” teeth come out naturally in the 
proper time to make room for the second 
set; but should they not do so they should 
be taken out by a dentist. Many cases of 
uneven and badly set teeth are due to neg- 
lect in this matter. To remove tartar a little 
milk of magnesia, or if preferred the pow- 
dered corm, may be used—the latter being 
cheaper. o remove the tartar dampen the 
tooth brush with warm water, sprinkle a little 
powdered magnesia on the brush, and rub the 
tooth upon which the tartar appears. Should 
it have been on the tooth for some time a 
second application may be necessary, but in 
most cases one will be sufficient. Tartar 
never should be allowed to remain on the 
teeth, as it not only helps to decay them but 
often is the cause of toothache.

TROUBLED: Don't. I beg of you, attempt to 
use peroxide on your hair. It will bleach it 
and make it a dirty blonde color, also make 
the hair dry and harsh and without lite.

A committee of company managers Wes ap- 
pointed, representing the two large fire in- 
surance legislative organizations in the west, 
the Western Union and the Western Insur- 
ence bureau. Charles E. Sheldon of Rock- 
ford, Til, vice president and western man- 
ager of the American, is chairman of this 
committee. He has probably given more at- 
tention and thought to the large cities situa- 
tion than any one else and is earnest in ad- 
wocating some changes. 

The companies already have got together 
ip the field outside of the targe cities which 
will ultimately result in less waste and lower 
gost. The big cities constitute the important 
problem, and the most perplexing one, be- 
cause of the large values and consequent 
‘premium income. 


Want Company Agents Limited. 

While the local agente in Chicago perhaps 
would accept a revision in compensation, at 
the same time they desire to be protected in 
ether ways so that company representation 
will be more valuable. In the first place, 
many of the agents desire the companies to 
be limited to two agents in Chicago instead 
ef three, as at present. This might be ac- 
ceptable, but in comes the unincorporated 
underwriters agency problem, in which the 
underwriters seek to be classed as a separate 
institution. To this the companies having 
mo annexes object. There are many com- 
panies now having auxiliary institutions thet 
are classed as separate organizations so far 
as agency representation is concerned. This 
complication makes the outcome dubious, It 
has never been settled satisfactorily, as there 
are two distinet elements strongly intrenched. 

Another problem confronting the large cit- 
jee situation ie the salaried local managers, 
in conflict with whom are the agents on a 
eommission basis. The commissioned agents 
Geclare the walaried managers receive more 
for getting business and have more money at 
their disposal for production than the former 
40, and this puts the offices on a basis of in- 

* equality. 


Would End Suburban Agencies. 

Anotner feature entering into the business 
fe the large number of persons receiving com- 
pensation for fire insurance risks that are not 
legitimately in the calling, that are able by 
gome pull to influence a certain amount of 
Business which otherwise would be diverted 
to regular channels. Many acknowledge that 
if the fire insurance business in Chicago could 
be rid of those who render no service or 
little, most of the vexatious issues could be 
adjusted. 

The brokers constitute an important fac- 
tor in the business in Chicago, they produc- 
ing a considerable proportion of the income. 
The attitude of the brokers, therefore, will 
have to be considered. Along with the broker 
proposition comes the class 2 or suburban 
agent, who is located outside of the old Chi- 
eago city limits. It is charged, and it is gen- 
erally believed, many of the class 2 agents 
receive excess commissions, and many feel, 
therefore, that more stringent relations 
ghould be placed about them. 


Mutual Company Law Attacked. 

The Imo insurance department has in- 
dicated it believes the present lew in the state 
permitting mutual companies or interinsurers 
to be organized to do employers lability 
business is not valid and that it will be neces- 
gary to amend the ect by passing a bill along 
the lines of that recently approved by the 
insurance commissioner®’ convention cover- 
ing interinsurers of all kinds. 

At the special session of the IIlinois genera! 
assembly last year a new section was added 
to the mutual act, containing, among other 
things, a proviso that interinsurers could do 
the class of business contemplated by the act 
if the proposed plan of operation and the 
financial strength of the management were 
found satisfactory to the insurance depart- 
ment. At that time, however, the title of 
the act which refers to corporations only was 
not amended to fit the new provision, and 
inasmuch as the title does not cover inter- 
insurers, many able lawyers express doubt 
as to the validity of the amendment which 
gives interinsurers the right to transact this 
business. 

The mutual employers’ liability act was 
passed many years ago at the request of the 
coal operators, and until last year there was 
only one company organized under this law, 
it being the Illinois Coal Operators’ Mutual! 
Léability Insurance company. 


Start Fire Prevention Inspection. 

The Illinois State Fire Prevention associa- 
tion, under the new administration of Presi- 
dent W. E. Vandeventer, has already accom- 
plished much good, having made inspections 
of Ligin and Carbondale. This month inspec- 
tion will be made of Kankakee and Murphys- 
doro. 

The plan of the association is to have its 
members visit a city, thoroughly inspecting 
the buildings in the business district, and 
make a record of all defects and extra haz- 
ardous conditions. In the evening a public 
meeting is held with the city officials and 
local business organizations at which the 
éangerous conditions found during the da 
are presented. The fire protection faciliti 
of the city are discussed and there is com- 
ment back and forth as to what can be done 
toward remedying matters.

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Purification of Bubbly Creek and 
Smaller Use of Sanitary — 
Canal Advocated. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 2—[Special.)—A 
radical reorganization of sewage disposal 
methods and other health protective mess- 
ures in Chicago will be recommeneded by the 
delegation of aldermen and sanitary district 
trustees from that city now engaged in study- 
ing these municipal problems tm eastern 
cities. 

The reforms which the city will be urged to 
adopt include: 

Immediate enactment of legislation re- 
quiring the stockyards packers to dispose 
of trade waste and other. sewage by 
methods that will prevent the pollution 
of Bubbly creek. 

Inauguration of experiments in the dis- 
posal of the sewage of the entire city by 
filtration, incineration. or other means, 
so as to lighten the burden on the drainage 
canal as the city increases in size. 

Reconstruction of the wornout sewers 

so as to meet the requirements of a high 
pressure water system for fire fighting 
when established, and of an eventual 
change in the sewage disposal process. 

More rigid protection of the purity of the 
city’s water supply. 


View Capital System Today. 

The party of Chicago officials arrived here 
today from Atlanta, Ga., and wil devote 
tomorrow to a study of the Washington sys- 
tem. On Tuesday the delegation will con- 
tinue the investigation in Baltimore, and in 
New York the following day. One member 
of the party then will go to Providence, R. L, 
and another to Hamilton, O. 

The primary object of the Inspection tour 
ie to determine a method by which the stock- 
yards waste may be disposed of without be- 
ing drained into Bubbly creek. This stag- 
nant fork of the Chicago river is choked al- 
most solid with grease and offal and con- 
stitutes a nuisance perceptible to the nostrils 
of Chicagoans for miles around. 

The packers have signified a wiliingness to 
abate the nuisance if a feasible process of 
diaposal be found. 


How Atlanta System Works. 

Ae party visited the Atlanta plant, which 
consists of a number of enormous tanks into 
which all of the sewerage of the city is 
pumped. All matter in suspension settles to 
the bottom of these tanks, after which the 
quid containing only the particles in solu- 
tion flows into a spraying system covering 
seven acres of ground. This plot is filled to 
a depth of several feet with broken stone. 

Every few feet a spraying vent appears 
just above the rock surface. The water from 
the settlement tanks ie thrown through these 
vents, several hundred in number. and gives 
the appearance of countless lewn sprinkiers 
in operation. Falling on the crushed rock 
the water evaporates, leaving a slime which 
is destroyed m short time by the work of the 
micro-organisms naturally contained in the 
sewage. 

The sediment is drawn from the bottom of 
the tanks periodically and dried in the open 
alr. Experiments in the conversion of this 
residue into fertilizer by the Berlin process 
are being conducted. It is stated that this 
system creates no stench. 


Ald. Nance Tells Chicago’s Needs. 

“The Atlanta process appears to be suc- 
cessful,” said Ald. Nance, who is chairman 
of the health committee of the Chicago coun- 
ell. I believe this or some analogous system 
would eradicate the nuisance of Bubbly creek. 


| We intend to study all other methods in suc- 


cessful operation, however, before making 
any recommendations. 

“The fact is that Chicago, like all other 
cities. eventually will have to adopt some 
syetem of sewage disposal in which the only 
water drained will be the sterilized water 
from which the waste has been withdrawn. 


The rapid growth of Chicago will tax the 


utmost capacity of the drainage canal even- 
tually. The sanitary channel is filling with 
sediment from the sewage, being in many 
places only ten feet deep now. It will have 
to be redredged at tremendous cost before 
long. At the same time the city is encounter- 
ing difficulty tn obtaining a diversion of lake 
water sufficient to dilute the sewage prop- 
erly. 


See End of Drainage Canal. 

“The drainage canal has served its pur- 
pose, and it never wilt be a dead loss, for 
some drainage will be necessary and it will 
be the link of a deep waterway profitable to 
the city In time to come. But it represents 
an antiquated idea of sewage disposal. We 
simply are dumping our sewage on other 
communities.“

Men and Women Flee by Way of 
Escapes as Flames Near. 


RESCUED BY POLICEMEN. 


Landlord Thinks Cigaret Stub Caused 
Blaze.

Three women and four men were carried 
down fire escapes, burned by flames, half 
blinded and choked by smoke, early yes- 
terday when fire started n the Enterprise 
hotel at Clark and Ohio streets. 

Firemen and policemen made the rescues 
and prevented the re-enactment of the fatal- 
ities attending the Iowa hotel fire of a week 
ago in which four lives were lost. 

There were eighteen guests in the hotel, 
besides the proprietor, Frank Rowkamp. 
All escaped. Seven of these occupied the top 
floor of the three story brick building. 

Detectives busy raiding a gambling house 
in the rear of 604 North Clark street smelled 
the smoke, and turned in an alarm. They 
left off raiding—some of them—long enough 
to save the third floor sleepers. 

These were taken, scantily dressed, to the 
Chicago avenue police station, where their 
burns were treated by the ambulance phy- 
sician. Their friends were notified of their 
Plight, and clothing sufficient to cover them 
was brought to the station. 


Flames Shoot to Roof. 

The blaze is thought to have started on the 
second floor and the flames shot up to the 
roof through the stairways and ventilator 
shafts. 

Rowkamp was awakened by the cries of 
“ Fire!” and, jumping out of bed, he seized 
a pail of water and dashed it on the flames. 

“ I was so excited I didn't know what I was 
doing.“ he said. “If I had some hand gre- 
nades or if there had been anything to fight 
the blaze with, I think I could have put the 
fire out with little loss.” 

Rowkamp said he thought the fire might 
have started from a cigaret stub or from a 
boiler explosion. The boiler showed no signs 
of an explosion, however, and an investiga- 
tion will be made as to the cause. The 
damage is estimated at approximately $8,000. 

Those injured were Miss May Palmer, Miss 
Vivian Bergland, Edward Hirsch, Max Gold- 
berg, George Goldberg, A. B. Begerman, and 
a girl who would not reveal her name to the 
police. 


Fire in South Chicago. 

Another early morning fire started in the 
pattern shop of Frank Hennebohle at 9142 
Ontario avenue, South Chicago. It became 
so threatening that a 3-11 alarm was sound- 
ed. The pattern shop, which is in a twa 
story frame building, was destroyed. The 
loss was estimated at $1,000.

ON A WAR BASIS 


President “Taft's 0 Order Pro- 
vides One Cavalry, Three 
Infantry Divisions. 


PLAN OF GENERAL STAFF. 


Headquarters at Governor’s Is- 
land, Chicago, San Francisco, 
and San Antonio. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 2.<Provision for 
the organization of the United States army 
into three infantry divisions and one cavalry 
division is made in an order issued by direc- 
tion of President Taft and made public to- 
night by Secretary of War Stimson. 

This plan of reorganization, which becomes 
effective Feb. 15 and includes the entire mo- 
bile army within the continental limits &f the 
United States, was first drafted by the war 
college division of the general staff and was 
determined upon with some modifications at 
the close of a conference of general officers 
at the war departn.ent mat month. 

Hitherto there has been no tactical army 
Crganization higher than a regiment. There 
have been no brigades or divisions existing 
in times of peace. Upon the outbreak of war, 
when an army was needed, it was necessary 
to create such an organization. 


Country in Four Divisions. 

The country has been divided by the new 
order into four geographical departments, 
an eastern, central, western, and southern 
department, with headquarters respectively 
at Governor's Island,, Chicago, San Fran- 
cisco, and San Antonio. One army division 
will be situated in each of these dg¢part- 
ments, the cavalry division being the 
southern department. 

The following assignments to command 
of departments are announced:
